The Hartnell Thespians are at it again. The Little The- 
atre group is now undergoing rehearsals for the last show 


of the season. 


For its last presentation of the year, the group has 


chosen to do the comedy, writ- 
ten by Sam and Bella Spewack, 
“My Three Angels.” The story is 
set in French Guiana, and _ is 
about three convicts shipped to 
Cayenne. ‘The convicts, portrayed 
by veteran actors Bill Gamble, 
Mike O’Grady, and .Cipy Insular, 
adopt a family and the ensuing 
story deals with the hilarious and 
sometimes madcap experiences 
which befall. both the Ducotels 
and other native inhabitants. 


Three new faces will be intro- 
duced to the audience on open- 
ing night.

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YR’s Reform Under New Title; 
Banded Elements Cause Split

Hartnell’s Young Republican 
Club split with the far right last 
week and reformed under a new 
state organization, the “Califor- 
nia College Republicans.” 

Interclub Council officially rec- 
ognized the new club last Thurs- 
day. 

President Bert Robinson, an 
avowed Republican “moderate,” 
told the Sentinel that the con- 
servatives and ultrarightists had 
“banded together.” He charged:

“The Music Men,” a_ seven- 
piece orchestra, will perform, Bar- 
bara Fahey, prom chairman, told 
the Sentinel. 


“Some of the things they (right 
wingers) did at the convention 
(California Young Republicans’ 
recent confab) were . . . beyond 
the scope we want to contend 
with.” 

Robinson, when asked what ef- 
fect the split would have on the 
parent Republican party and up- 
coming elections, answered with 
carefully chosen words, saying: “It 
may be a reflection of something 
to.come .. . it’s true that some- 
thing is going .to happen... 
maybe a three-way split.” 

The three factions, he said, 
would be the moderates and lib- 
erals, the conservatives, and the 
far rightists. The reason behind 
this, asserted Robinson, is that 
the conservative elements “don’t 
like being labeled Bircher.” He 
explained that conservatives are 
often associated, mistakenly, with 


the far right.

Norcal WAC Ponders Problems 
Of Asia at Asilomar Conference

The 17th annual Asilomar Con- 
ference of the World Affairs 
Council of Northern California 
was attended last week end by 
some 800 regular members and 
250 student members.. Lhe topic, 
“Asia — Challenge to the USS.,” 
was covered by. seven speakers 
and 10 seminars, a full program 
from Friday dinner to Sunday 
lunch. ‘ 

On a subject as complex as 
Asia,, nothing could be resolved, 
but the interest shown by at least 
this section of the American peo- 
ple was refreshing and gratifying. 
After a sincere and diligent dis- 
cussion of the facts and opinions 
as they appear, the consensus was 
that time, patience, trade, aid 
and intervention will help the 
Asian nations. 
| A population statistician at 
Berkeley, a British diplomat, an 


Australian foreign affairs expert, 
an Indian businessman, a “World 
Bank official, an undersecretary 
of the State Department, and a 
political scientist followed in close 
order. Some dealt with particular 
nations, others with obscure gen- 
eralities. : 


Set on the Pacific Coast under 
the patronage of the State Beaches 
and Parks Depot, Asilomar was 
the ideal spot for an’ Asian-ori- 
,ented conference. The fact that 
Japanese fishing floats wash up 
on the beaches brings to mind 
the’ proximity of the “Far East” 
which is actually the near west.
